GEM MOURNS FORMER CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


BRIAN DOEL, a 
newspaperman 
known throughout 
the newspaper 
industry, and 
particularly in the 
West Country and 
south Wales, died 
suddenly last 
weekend on August 
13. 

He was with the 
Tindle Newspaper 
Group for many years as 
its Chief Executive. 

In that capacity, he 


was responsible for 200 
local newspapers 
(including The 
Glamorgan GEM) and 
three radio stations. 

Although he retired 
from TNL in 2014, he 
certainly did not retire 
from the newspaper life 
he loved, and he also 
remained as chairman of 
the radio group owned 
by TNG. 

As the owner of 51 
per cent of the Sunday 
Independent in 
Cornwall, he steered that 
newspaper successfully 
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through a major battle 
with another paper and 
received the 

congratulations of many 
in the industry. He was 
well liked by all who 
knew him. 

His sudden death has 
upset everyone who 
knew him. He leaves a 
widow, Sam, and a 
daughter, Alexandra. 

Sir Ray Tindle, 
Chairman of the Tindle 
Newspaper Group, 
said: “Brian had been a 
superb CEO, a brilliant 
editor and a friend to 
everyone. 

“He was the man who 
took on the onerous task 
of running our group of 
almost 200 papers and 
radio stations when I 
first went down with 
cancer. 

“He took the group, 
including radio, to new 
heights. I am shocked 
and greatly saddened by 
the loss of Brian”. 

GEM Editor Don 
John writes: Everyone 
here was stunned to hear 
the tragic news of 
Brian’s death, for he was 
a man held in 
particularly high esteem 
by our staff here in the 
Vale. 

He made no secret of 
his special affection for 
this newspaper - which 
he had played such a 
prominent role in 
nurturing - and in 
return, was highly 
respected by our staff, 
especially those who 
were proud to have 
known and worked 
alongside him for over 
two decades. 

In past years, he had 
been a regular presence 
at our head offices in 
Cowbridge, as part of 
his wider 

responsibilities, where 
his legendary 
professionalism and 
warm, human qualities 
were very much admired. 

The Glamorgan GEM 
has lost a good friend 
and we join in extending 
our deepest sympathy to 
his grieving family.

"Why my heart sinks 
at news of Team GB’s 
Olympic cycling haul’ 


1 WONDER if there are 
other readers like me 
whose heart sinks every 
time it’s announced that 
Team GB has picked up 
yet another medal for 
cycling? 

It’s not that I’m being 
unpatriotic, you understand. It’s 
just that after 2012 and 
subsequent successes in other 
bicycle-related events, the 
number of youths and middle- 
aged men with too much time on 
their hands (and a few women 
too, of course) that squeeze 
themselves into hideous multi¬ 
coloured Lycra, straddle a bike, 
and head out onto the roads 
around the Vale has reached 
epidemic proportions. 

There are swarms of them. 

And it’s now got to the point 
where their numbers seem to 
increase exponentially every time 
a professional British rider picks 
up yet another gong! 

The fact that people are being 
inspired to take up sport is 
admirable. And if the obscene 
and eye-watering £30 million 
dished out to Team GB’s cyclists 
every four years indirectly gets 
more people exercising, and 
might consequently save the NHS 
at least four times that amount in 
treatment for obesity and heart- 
related conditions in the same 
period, then (just maybe) it’s 
money well spent. 

But I suspect that the cost of 
treating a corresponding rate of 
cycling-related injuries will 


ensure that’s absolutely not the 
case. 

However, my main issue with 
this cycling obsession is that it’s 
the only sport people are allowed 
to play on the public highways - 
anywhere and any time they 
please. Our roads are being 
turned into one giant playground 
for a minority, who think it’s their 
divine right to cause congestion 
and inconvenience to anyone not 
on two wheels. 

If a group of friends decided to 
hold a spontaneous game of 
volleyball on the central 
reservation of the Cowbridge 
bypass, the boys in blue would 
soon be on the scene to break 
things up. 

But if 15 or 20 cyclists decide 
to have a mass outing on a 
Saturday morning riding two or 
three (or more) abreast, with a 
stream of frustrated motorists 
behind them, then apparently 
that’s perfectly okay. 

If the Assembly Government is 
getting devolved powers to set 
national speed limits, then 
perhaps they might consider 
flexing a bit of muscle in other 
areas of road traffic management. 
And I have a few suggestions for 
them to consider: 

• An outright ban on 
recreational cycling on all public 
highways by groups comprising 
more than three riders to a group. 
These riders must ride in single 
file at all times. 

• The compulsory registration 
of all bicycles, and cyclists aged 
13 and over, with the requirement 


to display a registration number 
on every bicycle (much like the 
old car tax disc) and to carry a 
related form of ID at all time. 

This might help to deter 
cyclists from openly violating so 
many traffic regulations and help 
them to acknowledge red lights. 

Presently they protect their 
anonymity by hiding behind giant 
sunglasses/goggles in all 
weathers, thus making them feel 
invincible and above the law. 

• A mandatory requirement to 
ride only on cycle lanes or 
dedicated cycle paths whenever 
and wherever such are provided, 
with on-the-spot fines for any 
rider not doing so. Local 
councils seem hell-bent on 
building cycle paths that always 
end up remarkably devoid of 
cyclists. Heavy fines might 
incentivise cyclists to use the 
facilities they are given and help 
offset some of the build costs. 

It would also offer a degree of 
satisfaction to non-cyclists who 
pay for these white elephant cycle 
facilities out of their council tax. 

So, I hear you ask, where do 
cycling clubs go to have their 
fun? Well, there’s a velodrome in 
Newport. They could probably 
find several sports stadiums and 
running tracks to ride around too. 

Or how about a disused World 
War Two airfield? Even after 70 
years, the runway surface would 
probably be in better condition 
than most of the roads in the 
Vale!

Ronald Speed, 1940 - 2016

COWBRIDGE lost a true friend and 
character when Ronald Speed {right) 
recently passed away at the age of 76. 

Ron lived alone in Hopyard Meadow, but he 
made many friends in the 28 years he lived in 
Cowbridge. 

He was born in Skipsea, a small village on the 
North Yorkshire coast. Ron was a modest man with 
a natural affinity for languages and was able to 
speak several. 

It was also said that he would often relax by 
reading a Russian novel written in its native 
language. He spent some time in Holland as a 
translator before moving to Cowbridge. 

He was also a photographer and submitted over 
60 photos of the Cowbridge area to Geograph® 
Britain and Ireland. Geograph® is an Ordnance 
Survey-sponsored project that aims to collect 
geographically representative photographs and 
information for every square kilometre of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

Every day without fail Ron would walk around 
his adopted town, calling in at the library for a chat 
with Melanie, Tina and other librarians. 

He would then stop off at the various charity 
shops, in particular the Red Cross and Emmaus, 
where he would pass the time of day talking to the 
volunteers. 

A visit to the book shops, the Gallery and a stop 
off for a coffee with his friend Annette was also 
part of his routine. 

This is not to mention the number of times he 
spent chatting to people in the street every day. 

His non-appearance for his regular daily walk 
resulted in concerned neighbours finding that Ron 
had passed away. 

The loss to so many friends was such that the 



Hopyard Meadow Tenants’ Association decided to 
create a memorial to Ron. They were joined by the 
Westgate Residents’ Association, with the 
secretary, Margaret Buchalikt, organising a 
collection. 

With help from Emmaus and the library they 
collected over £400, almost four times more than 
expected. 

It was suggested creating something in the Old 
Hall Gardens, which was part of Ron’s walk, in his 
memory. Wien approached, Linda Osborn, a 
trustee of the Cowbridge Charter Trust, which 
looks after the gardens, proposed four large 
planters along the front of the Old Hall facade. 

On August 11 many of his friends and 
neighbours gathered in the gardens to drink to his 
memory and place a small plaque on the planters. 

Librarian Tina Scott read out a poem from 
Robert Burns and Margaret Buchalikt read out a 
message from Ron’s sister, Ereda, who still lives in 
Yorkshire, and also gave a moving tribute to a good 
neighbour and a true friend of Cowbridge.

Two arrested 
after match 
day locker- 
room theft 


FOOTBALL teams 
often complain of 
being ‘robbed’, but 
this proved all too 
literal at a home 
match played 
between Llantwit 
Major AFC and 
Cwm Welfare FC 
on Saturday, 

August 13. 

At half-time, players 
in the Welsh League 
Division 3 match - held 
at the Windmill ground 
pitch on Erampton Lane 
just outside the town - 
returned to the dressing 
room to find lockers 
broken open and 
ransacked. 

Personal possessions 
were missing - and a car 
had been stolen. 

A spokesman for 
South Wales Police told 
The GEM that officers 
received a telephone call 
just after 3.15pm on 
Saturday. 

He added: “It appears 
to have happened while 
the players’ and 
spectators’ attention was. 


quite naturally, focused 
on the pitch. 

“The lockers were 
opened and the players’ 
belongings were rifled 
through. Mobile phones 
and other items were 
taken, including car 
keys. A white Audi, 
belonging to one of the 
players, was taken. 

“Two males aged 31 
and 33 and both from the 
Swansea area have been 
arrested in connection 
with this incident.” 

Two men have now 
been released on bail 
pending further 

investigations. 

He said that police are 
appealing for witnesses 
or others in the vicinity 
of the playing fields last 
Saturday afternoon to 
contact the force, 
especially if they saw 
any suspicious activity in 
the area.

Probus Club 
recalls the great 
disaster of 1831 


THE meeting for 
Llantwit Major 
Probus Club was 
held on Tuesday, 
August 9, in Illtyd 
216. 

Members were 

welcomed by the 
president John Clarke 
who gave an update on 
the progress being made 
with the hearing and 
visual aids to enhance the 
presentations by our 
speakers. 

The loop system had 
been fitted, and at an 
earlier committee 

meeting the go-ahead 
had been given to 
purchase a 40-inch 
television screen to 
improve the visual 
presentations. This 
would be made available 
for use by Ladies’ Probus 
as well. 

The choice for the 
annual lunch on October 
28 should be available 
for the September 
meeting. 

Roger Gullet advised 
of a friendly boules 
match being organised 
with Llanmaes on Eriday, 
August 19 and asked for 
members wishing to play 


to give him their names. 
The game would start at 
6pm with after-match 
refreshments. 

This month’s speaker 
was our vice president 
Colin Hawkins. His talk, 
entitled ‘‘The Frolic’ was 
about the paddle steamer 
which was operated by 
the Bristol Steam Packet 
Company and plied its 
trade between Bristol and 
Haverfordwest, a 60-mile 
journey which took 10 
hours. 

Launched in 

November 1830, she 
made her last and fateful 
sailing on March 15, 
1831. With rough 
weather from the outset, 
she sheltered in Dale Bay 
and then set anchor off 
Tenby. The captain took 
the decision to carry on 
the voyage and the vessel 
went considerably off 
course, and foundered on 
Nash Sands with the loss 
of all 78 passengers and 
crew. 

The inquiry into the 
disaster led to two 
lighthouses being built 
within a year, which 
serve as a lasting legacy 
and memorial of the 
disaster.

rescue a mate who was 
in trouble by tying 
clothing together as a 
rope, you are filled with 
pride at their courage. 

“And when it hits you 
that this week, three 
other families in Wales 
were not as fortunate, 
you appreciate the 
forgotten soldiers of the 
Llantwit Major 
Coastguards. 

“Jamie ‘Goose’ 
Jenkins, station officer, 
reached out on Facebook 
and asked if he could 
use photos of my son in 
A&E with oxygen and a 
hypothermia kit for their 
debriefing meeting. 

“That was when we 
wanted to meet this 
team. And every family 
joined in. The meeting 
happened Monday. 

“As Jamie Jenkins 
said: ‘Once the 
ambulance doors shut or 
the helicopter leaves the 
area, that is often the last 
we ever know or see of 
the people we rescue’. 

“That changed when 
Harry Fairclough and his 
dad Sid, Jordan Williams 
and mum Carys, Ryan 
Lee Taylor’s mum Jan 
Brocklehurst and Chris 
Groot Wassink, my son, 
and I walked into the 
Llantwit Major Fire and 
Coastguards Station.” 

Senior Coastal 
Operations Officer Lee 
Haigh told the group: 
“Our men train here 


every Monday night 
from 7pm to 9pm on 
rope, shore and ‘close 
in’ water rescues along 
our cliffs and shores. 

“Most of our men 
grew up in this area, so 
they know exactly where 
people are, or if in the 
sea, where the currents 
will take them.” 

After 20 minutes in 
the water, Harry and 
Jordan managed to get 
out, but Chris and Ryan 
were drifting away, 
fighting to stay afloat in 
their wetsuits. Harry, 
Jordan and others were 
on shore frantically 
calling 999. 

The mobile land crew 
were despatched 
immediately and 11 men 
showed up with 
equipment on Llantwit 
Major Beach. 

The families found 
out that 999 calls are fed 
to the centre where they 
provide feedback so air, 
land and sea teams have 
the same and most up- 
to-date information in a 
chaotic situation. 

Based on tides, 
currents and time, the 
watch commander 
decides, usually within 
seconds, whether to 
dispatch lifeboats, a 
helicopter, or both 

When Jamie Jenkins 
and his crew arrived on 
scene, they needed to 
assess where and how 
many people were still 


in the water. The 
chopper was a two- 
minute flight away at 
MoD St Athan and the 
lifeboat was already on a 
training exercise nearby. 

Jamie said: “As we 
arrived on scene, we 
confirmed two boys had 
made it out of the water 
and could see the 
helicopter had spotted 
the other boys 200 yards 
offshore. 

“It circled and was 
hoisting Chris out with 
Ryan to follow. It was 
over, thankfully, very 
quickly. 

“Everyone was out 20 
minutes after we got 
the call.” 

The heli raced on to 
the Heath Hospital in 
Cardiff. Harry and 
Jordan were transported 
by ambulance to 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend. 

Three were quickly 
released, with Chris 
held overnight to watch 
for infection from 
seawater in his lungs. 
All have since fully 
recovered from the 
ordeal. 

Denis added: “So 
when those black 
coastguard vehicles 
race up and down the 
coast, get out of their 
way, send a good 
thought to these brave 
men and whomever they 
may be saving next.”

Cowbridge retains its 
top spot in the Welsh 
property league table 


FIGURES released by a 
property website have put 
Cowbridge at the top of the 
Welsh property price league, 
with Dinas Powys and Penarth 
also in the top six. 

The average price of a home in 
Cowbridge, according to Zoopla’s Z 
Index, is now £429,471, a full 
£89,000 more than the second- 
placed town, Usk, in 
Monmouthshire. 

Dinas Powys is fourth in the 
table, with an average property 
price of £303,442, while Penarth is 
in sixth place, with £301,609. 

The same company produces a 
top ten of streets, and Primrose Hill 
in Cowbridge comes in at number 
three, with an average price, says 


Zoopla, of over one million pounds. Registry. 


As with so many lists, it all 
depends on how the list is compiled. 
Earlier this year, Sanderling Way in 
Porthcawl was proclaimed ‘the 
most expensive street in Wales’ - 
but this was based on actual house 
sales recorded at the Land Registry. 

Sanderling Way does not make 
the Zoopla list, and Primrose Hill 
did not make the Land Registry list. 

At the time, it was argued that 
Sanderling Way had hit the top spot 
because one particular house had 
sold for around £2 million, pushing 
the average up. 

Primrose Hill’s absence from the 
same list, may well have been 
because no houses were sold during 
the period measured by the Land

A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR author, 
Dewi Heald, has

of Aberystwyth. Both 
books are available 
through amazon.co.uk 

Llantwit Major itself 
appears in the short 
stories. Dewi said: “I was 
watching the film I am 
Legend with a friend and 
I started to wonder why 
the last survivor of the 
apocalypse is always 
living in New York or 
Los Angeles, so I wrote a 
version where the last 
survivors on earth live in 
Llantwit Major. 

“The story, ‘Me, I am 
Like Legend, I am’ was 
written the next day and 
caught the notice of 


lanet Magazine. *' 

“It is quite cheeky. 
When the transport 
system collapses across 
the UK, there is chaos in 
London but in Llantwit 
Major people just go and 
queue for a replacement 
bus service. I suppose 
that I was saying that we 
are used to being resilient 
here!” 

The Llantwit-based 
author is now working on 
a new project, a comic 
novel based around a 
referendum on Welsh 
independence.

Plaid Cymru 
will oppose 
scheme for 


Mount 

PLAID Cymru 
councillors have 
objected to new 
plans to transform 
the former Mount 
Sorrel hotel into 
accommodation for 
45 young people 
aged 18 to 35. 

The proposals were 
discussed at Barry Town 
Council last week, where 
councillors made a strong 
objection. 

Previous plans for the 
site had involved 
demolishing the current 
hotel building and 
rebuilding 26 flats on the 
location, but the revised 
plans mean retaining the 
old building with some 
internal changes. 

Plaid Cymru’s Coun 
Shirley Hodges said: 
“Social housing is very 
important and we need it 
in Barry, but it is not 
appropriate to house so 
many single people in a 
constrained location. 

“Essentially this plan 
is for 45 people living in 
hotel rooms with a small 
kitchen and living room, 
and that is not a good 
living environment. 

“The plans also 
suggest limited car 
parking space compared 
to the Vale’s 
supplementary planning 


Sorrell 


guidance for new 
developments.” 

Plaid’s Coun Ian 
Johnson added: “The UK 
Government has made 
changes to housing 
benefit so that people 
under the age of 35 can 
only have a room in a 
house rather than a flat of 
their own. 

“As somebody only 
slightly older than that 
age group, this is unfair 
and deliberately 

penalises people because 
of their circumstances in 
being out of work, on low 
pay or following a 
relationship break-up. 

“However, as we have 
a responsibility to meet 
that need, the council 
should source 

accommodation that best 
fits younger people and 
the local community, and 
this plan does not do that. 

“The original 

proposals to demolish the 
hotel and build flats was 
agreed because we 
recognised that the hotel 
was not viable, but we 
are not willing to accept a 
cut-price plan that will 
make money for the 
owners without meeting 
the needs of the proposed 
client group. 

“This proposal is 
inadequate and 

inappropriate for the 
site,” he insisted.

MORE than 300 
children have 
flocked to Barry 
Island for ‘Swim 
Safe’, a free 
programme of 
outdoor swimming 
and water safety 
sessions for children 
aged between 7-14. 

New to Barry this 
year, the initiative saw 
more than 100 children 
don wetsuits and 
swimming hats and get 
into the sea to learn vital 
sea safety techniques for 
two days in July. 

And 200 more 
descended on Whitmore 
Bay at the weekend. 

Sessions, delivered in 
partnership between 
Swim Wales, the ASA 
(Amateur Swimming 
Association) and the 
RNLI charity (Royal 
National Lifeboat 
Institution), include a 
land-based safety lesson 
with RNLI lifeguards 
and in-water tuition with 
ASA qualified 
swimming teachers. 

One of the swimming 
teachers is Zoe 
Holloway, (21), of 
Newport, who was 
inspired to help teach the 
Swim Safe sessions by 
the story of her 
grandmother Valerie 
Lynn, who nearly 
drowned in the River 
Thames as an eight-year- 
old child. Non-swimmer 


Valerie, who is now 78, 
has been scared of open 
water for 70 years after 
the incident, which saw 
her get into difficulty in 
the London River before 
being pulled out of the 
water by a teenager. 

Zoe, who works as a 
club swimming teacher 
around her studies at 
Cardiff Metropolitan 
University, said: “There 
were no swimming 
lessons back then and 
my grandmother was 
very lucky not to have 
drowned. But that one 
incident has led to a 
lifetime of uncertainty 
around open water for 
her. 

“That made me want 
to sign up as a Swim 
Safe teacher, because 
these sessions are 
teaching kids vital skills 
to give them the 
confidence to enjoy 
themselves safely.” 

It is the first year 
Swim Safe has been held 
in Barry and such was 
the demand for places 
extra sessions had to be 
laid on for all the parents 
keen to enrol their 
children. The 
programme has taught 
over 12,000 UK 
children. 

Hanna Guise, of 
Swim Wales, said: “It’s 
fantastic that we’ve had 
the high level of interest 
in Swim Safe in its first 
year here on Barry 
Island.”

Bob, who runs the Brighter Moves 
agency with offices in the Vale, boasts an 
impressive roster of championship diving 
performances representing Team GB and 
Wales at four consecutive Summer 
Olympics, starting in 1984, and at five 


consecutive Commonwealth Games from 
1982 through to 1998. 

He won three medals - bronze, silver 
and gold - in the Commonwealth Games. 

David (22), bom in Llantwit, has just 
taken bronze in the men’s 4x 100-metre 
medley at the 2016 Summer Olympics.

Listed Vale churches are granted 
£163,000 for vital roof repairs 


TWO Vale 
churches - St 
Nicholas and St 
James, Wick - have 
won grants of 
£92,200 and 
£71,600 

respectively, from 
the Listed Places of 
Worship Roof 
Repair Fund. 

St Nicholas Church 
also benefited from 
other fundraising and 
grants of £36,500, 
making a total of 
£128,700, to address 
urgent roofing and 
associated repair works. 

Sarah Perons, care of 
churches advisor said: 
“We’re delighted at the 
success of the parishes 
of St Nicholas and of St 
James, Wick in their 
applications to the Roof 
Repair Fund, and will 
be working closely with 
them in the next stages 
of the process, so that 
they can obtain 
appropriate permissions 
as quickly as possible. 

“These types of grant 
applications require a 
lot of time and effort to 
put together, so our 
thanks to all those 
involved in the 
process - and 
commiserations to those 
who were not 
successful this time 
around.” 

St Nicholas Church 
is a grade II listed 
building, has pre- 
Norman origins and has 
been the centre of 
worship for the 
community for many 
hundreds of years. The 
church plays a very 
active part in the life of 
the community through 
weekly worship, 
services for special 
occasions, local school 
services, regular social 
events and a ministry to 
visitors and tourists 
visiting the village, 
which is near the 
National Trust’s 
Dyffryn Gardens. 

Sarah added: “The 
church needs urgent 
renovation, especially 
to its roof, with the last 
inspection in 2014 
identifying the roof 
coverings as in ‘poor 
condition’ and the 
failure of which is 
causing damage 
internally. 

“This money will 
ensure the roof 


covering is renewed 
and the church is 
watertight and safe for 
everybody to use. The 
completion of this 
project will represent a 
very significant 
achievement for the 
community in securing 
its future and realising 
long term plans for 
exploring alternative 
uses.” 

Canon Martyn 
Davies of the East Vale 
group of parishes 
added: “Everybody 
involved in this project 
is very excited about 
the news. The grant 
award would not have 
been possible without 
the hard work of the 
local community raising 
funds over recent years 
and the generosity of 
the ‘Eriends of St 
Nicholas Church’. 

“The Parish Church 
Council would like to 
say a big thank you to 
everybody who has 
been involved and 
contributed so 
generously. This is a 
major step in engaging 
more with the local 
community - after all, 
it is their church and we 
want people to feel that 
it is their church.” 

David Walke, a 
member of the project 
team at St James 
Church, said: “We are 
delighted and relieved 
to have been awarded 
this grant, which means 
that we are now in a 
position to start dealing 
with some of the issues 
affecting the church. 

We care very much 
about this ancient 
building, which is grade 
11* listed and needs to 
be looked after. This 
signals the beginning of 
work that needs to be 
done to keep the 
building useable both 
for the worshipping 
congregation and the 
wider community.” 

The cash is part of a 
wider funding package 
of £22.9million to 401 
historic places of 
worship across the UK. 
The fund was launched 
by the Chancellor in his 
autumn statement in 
December 2014 and the 
funding package has 
now seen a total of 903 
places of worship 
across the UK receive a 
share of £55million.

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WWII fighter 
pilot’s poem centre 
of unique event 


ST ATHAN will be centre of a 
unique project that will see a 
poem written by a World War 
Two Spitfire pilot recited 
simultaneously across the 
world. 

On August 18, 1941, at Llandow 
Airfield in the Vale, Spitfire pilot 
Officer John Gillespie Magee Jr wrote 
a poem High Flight. 

It became the official poem of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force and is 
inscribed on memorials all over the 
world. 

The poem also features as part of 
The BBC Battle of Britain 
Commemorations. 

Pilot Officer John Magee Jr died 
three months after writing the poem in 
a mid-air collision near Lincoln. 

At 12 midday, by permission of the 
Commanding Officer, MoD St Athan, 
High Flight will be recited 
simultaneously all over the world, 
including China, Canada, USA, 
Australia and the Netherlands, as well 
as MoD St Athan. 

The Mayor of the Vale of 
Glamorgan, Coun Stuart Egan will be 
joined by HM Deputy Lord Lieutenant 
Colin Jones and officers representing 
the RAF, as well as veterans. 

John Gillespie Magee Jr is survived 
by his brother, the Rev Canon Hugh 
Magee, who, along with his wife 
Yvonne, will be attending with the 


instigator of the event. Dr Jay Pinto. 

The service will start at 11.45 am in 
the Multi Faith Centre at MoD St 
Athan, CF62 4WA, and concludes with 
a celebratory concert by the 
Birmingham-based vintage-inspired 
trio,‘The Glamophones’.

Watch words 
on crime in 
countryside are 
that ‘prevention 
is better 
than cure’

AT the Vale Show 
on August 10, 
representatives 
from Rural Watch 
- operated by Safer 
Vale and Safer 
Bridgend - were on 
hand to give advice 
to the rural 
community, both 
professionals such 
as landowners and 
farmers. 

According to recent 
analysis by NFU Mutual 
of claims, across the 
UK, rural crime to the 
value of some £42.5m 
was committed in 2015. 

Costs in Scotland 
were, at £1.8m, the 
lowest in the UK, 
closely followed by 
Wales at £2m. The value 
in Northern Ireland 
amounted to £2.7m with 
England making up the 
remainder. 

Safer Vale is a 
partnership between 
South Wales Police and 
the Vale Council. Safer 
Bridgend is Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and the 
local force. 

Officers and PCSOs, 
and council staff with 
colleagues from Victim 
Support, work together 
on the region-wide 
programme. 

Speaking after the 
show, Gethin Robinson, 
employed by the Vale 
Council as a community 
safety manager, 
explained how the 
scheme works in the 
Vale. 

“First, I want to 
reassure residents that 
it’s an improving picture 
in the Vale. The rural 
Vale remains generally a 
safe place to live, work 
and do business. 

“Rural Watch is 
similar to 

Neighbourhood Watch; 
the main difference 
being that your closest 
‘neighbour’ in the 
countryside might be a 
mile or two away, not 
next door.” 

Mr Robinson said that 
prevention was better 
than cure. 

“It’s the basics, really. 
Shut gates; don’t leave 
vehicles - especially 
quadbikes or 4X4 s - or 
equipment in plain sight, 
although with a 30-foot 
trailer, that’s not so 
easy.” 

He added that people 
in rural areas often have 
a good nose for 
strangers who may 
innocently be out for a 
drive, and more transient 
visitors. 

“We do see trends, 
which can be seasonal - 
such as flygrazing in the 
Vale, although I am not 
aware of any rustling or 
poaching in the area - 
but again, it comes 


down to common sense. 

“Keep gates shut, put 
signage up warning that 
you’re part of Rural 
Watch and have CCTV, 
and fit tracking devices 
to expensive equipment. 

“Residents and 
businesspeople in the 
Vale can also sign up for 
‘community 
messaging’,” said Mr 
Robinson. 

“It’s really simple - 
and it works. A person 
registers and then 
receives an email, 
telephone call or fax 
about incidents in their 
area. 

“These schemes raise 
awareness and give a 
voice to all in the rural 
community, and I 
encourage all residents 
in our rural areas to 
become involved.”

IT’S every parent’s 
worst nightmare to 
be told their 
newborn baby has a 
life-limiting 
condition. 

When Janine Bennett 
from Cardiff was 
pregnant, there was no 
indication that anything 
was wrong with her 
unborn son. 

But as soon as Daniel 
was born, he stopped 
breathing for six minutes 
and was rushed to a 
neonatal unit where he 
was resuscitated. 

A few weeks later, 
Janine and her husband 
Clive were told the 
devastating news that 
their son, Daniel, had a 
rare genetic neuro¬ 
muscular condition 
called myotubular 
myopathy. 

Soon after the 
diagnosis, they visited Ty 
Hafan to see if it was 
somewhere they’d feel 
comfortable for Daniel to 
spend the rest of his short 
life. 

Janine, a production 
planner at GE 
Healthcare, said: “When 
we visited we were 
really, really surprised. It 
is just such a sanctuary. 
From having no hope, we 
were given hope and we 
knew it was somewhere 


we wanted to be.” 

Sadly, the family 
never made it to Ty 
Hafan in Sully as 
Daniel’s condition 
deteriorated quite 

quickly. 

Before Daniel lost his 
battle at five weeks old, 
Tracy Hill, their Ty 
Hafan family support 
practitioner, supported 
the family at hospital. 

Janine said: “Tracy 
made us feel normal. 
Even for a short time, she 
helped us feel like a 
normal family. She came 
to the hospital several 
times and helped with 
feet and hand 
impressions and memory 
jewellery. She also 
brought in a cuddly toy 
as it was Easter time.” 

Ty Hafan’s support 
never stops for the 
bereaved. Janine and 
Clive often visit the 
hospice and Tracy still 
keeps in touch to offer 
the family support when 
they need it. 

Janine said: “At the 
end of last year I was 
really struggling. Tracy 
was there to offer a calm 
and gentle new 
perspective. Her support 
has been invaluable. 

“Ty Hafan is like a 
reassuring arm. I don’t 
know what we would 
have done without them.

(English for speakers of 
other languages). 

Erom ESOL, Roda 
progressed to a Level 2 
business diploma and 
then Level 3. She was 
accepted by Cardiff 
Metropolitan University 
to study a degree in 
international business 
management and plans to 
become a social 
entrepreneur. 

“It’s amazing to win 
this award,” Roda, who 
is also a CAVC

informed me that there will now be three 
inspections per year instead of two, due to the 
increased threat of exotica appearing. 

What are these exotic pests? 1: Tropilaelaps - 
another mite in the same category as the already 
well-established varroa mite. 2: The Small Hive 
Beetle - this, as the name suggests, is a beetle that, 
unlike the fluid-sucking mites, will completely trash 
a colony of honeybees. 3: The Asian Hornet - this 
hornet is a predator of honeybees, it will patrol the 
area of a hive and, given the opportunity, it will kill 
bees and eventually bring about colony failure. 

Can I stress that we do not have any confirmed 
findings of the above mentioned species to date. 
However, it is only a matter of time! And as we 
have a penchant for shipping foodstuffs and 
materials around the world, we do assist many alien 
species be they plant or animal to invade areas 
where natural barriers would prevent such 
occurrences. 

As I have mentioned the year is moving on and 
our literature is reminding us to look to preparing 
our bees for the coming winter. The times they are 
a-changing and it will be the weather and the state 
of the colonies, not the calendar, that must guide us.

AS A FAMILY MOVIE, PETE’S 
DRAGON IS JUST ‘ROARSOME’ 


A side from 

its clever 
mix of live- 
action and 
animation, 1977’s 
Peters Dragon isn’t 
a film that 
particularly lives 
long in the memory 
Unsurprising then, 
that it’s a film ripe for 
remaking as director 
David Lowery 
shepherds Pete’s 
Dragon into cinemas 
for a 21st-century 
audience. 

Its stars Oakes 
Fegley as Pete, a young 
boy orphaned after a car 
accident who is found 


and looked after by the 
eponymous dragon of 
the title, a creature Pete 
names Elliott. 

Eight years later and 
Pete is found in the 
woods by park ranger 
Grace (Bryce Dallas 
Howard). Returned to 
civilisation, Pete is 
initially mistrusting of 
the people who want to 
help him, but when 
Elliot goes looking for 
Pete and is found by 
logger Gavin (Karl 
Urban), he is forced to 
put his faith in Grace, 
her father Meacham 
(Robert Redford), her 
partner (and Gavin’s 
brother) Jack (Wes 
Bentley) and his

daughter Natalie (Oona 
Laurence) in order to 
save Elliott... 

Director David 
Lowery isn’t the first 
name you would 
associate with the 
remaking of a family 
film; his 2013 
breakthrough Ain’t 
Them Bodies Saints was 
the tale of an escaped 
outlaw reuniting with 
the family he’d never 
met, and yet while on 
the surface it would 
seem an ill-fit, digging 
beneath the layers 
there’s plenty to connect 
it to Pete’s Dragon. 

You have the 
underlying sense of 
family, the need to find 
both solace and 
resolution with that, and 
the notion that what 
drives us to do anything 
is the desire to be 
accepted by our loved 
ones. 

Thematically there is 
a sense of parallel lines 
here (albeit with added 
CGI dragon), and yet 
what makes Pete’s 
Dragon soar is the way 
takes its cues from the 
family films of the 
1980s in that it places 
story and character head 
and shoulders above 
anything else, resulting 
in a heartfelt and 
absorbing slice of 


cinema. 

The fact that the 
impressively-rendered 
Elliott feels almost like 
an afterthought shows 
where Lowery places 
the emphasis, having 
had a hand in writing 
the script. 

The film has an 
earthy, non-fantastical 
feel, low-key and yet 
amidst the dragon 
shenanigans there is a 
weight placed on the 
story. 

The opening is both 
heartbreakingly sad and 
then uplifting, and this 
sets the tone for the film 
throughout, moments of 
emotional resonance 
rubbing against 
exhilarating sequences. 

It is an assured 
outing for Lowery, who 
hasn’t sacrificed his 
directorial instincts 
when being given a 
broader and more 
expansive canvas to 
work on. 

The film carries an 
almost timeless feel, yet 
feels as though it is 
rooted in the late 1970s- 
early 1980s, perhaps a 
genuine nod to the 
impact the films of 
Amblin, for example, 
had on this production. 

The cast are all 
superb, with Oakes 
Eegley delivering one 


the most impressive 
young turns seen in a 
long while. We’ve seen 
how youngsters 
sometime struggle to 
work in a CGI-heavy 
environment {The 
Jungle Book most 
notably) yet Eegley 
nails the interaction 
with Elliott, while his 
post-rescue struggle to 
come to terms with the 
world is reminiscent of 
Jacob Tremblay’s 
performance in Room. 

Bryce Dallas Howard 
offers a warm shoulder 
of support as the adult 
that Pete most connects 
with, while Gone 
Laurence’s Natalie 
shares a likeable 
chemistry with Eegley. 

Robert Redford’s 
grizzled old story teller 
(he is the only person in 
the town to have seen 
the dragon) is a neat 
little turn, while Karl 
Urban’s ‘villain’ is the 
latest in the line of 
slightly pompous, 
buffoonish characters 
that these films thrive 
on, the actor relishing 
the role. 

And yet for all the 
human performances, it 


is the realisation of 
Elliott that is the key 
how good the film is. 

An odd blend of dragon 
with a canine-like face, 
he has all the attributes 
of a young puppy and 
as such is easy to fall 
for as Pete cares for him 
and vice-versa. 

Their relationship is 
central to the film as a 
whole, but Elliott 
himself is superbly 
brought to life. 

In a summer that has 
seen films with the 
visual volume turned up 
crash and bum, it’s a 
pleasure to see 
something so 
beautifully crafted and 
subtle as this. 

It is a family film and 
makes no bones about 
it, but under the 
auspices of David 
Lowery it becomes 
something far more 
substantial and 
satisfying - Pete’s 
Dragon is a roar-some 
film! 

VERDICT-A 
brilliant film that is one 
of the most surprisingly 
enjoyable films not just 
of the summer but of 
the year so far, there is

Lifeguards and helicopter 
rescue woman at Rest Bay 


R/VL/ lifeguards from two Porthcawl 
beaches assisted a woman who got into 
difficulty in shallow water on Tuesday 
(August 16). 

Lifeguards on Rest Bay were first alerted to the 
incident at about 3.30pm after the elderly woman 
was reported to be in trouble, halfway between the 
two lifeguarded beaches of Rest Bay and Pink Bay. 

Lifeguards Lewis Evans and Lauren Blake from 
Rest Bay and Dan Mohammed and Tom Davies from 
Pink Bay, went to the woman’s aid, carrying a 
trauma bag with a range of first aid equipment. 

By the time they arrived on the scene, about 
500metres from Rest Bay, the woman had been 


helped out of the water by a member of the public. 

She was conscious and breathing, but there was 
concern that she had swallowed water, so lifeguards 
immediately called for a medical evacuation. 

They administered oxygen to the woman and 
treated minor cuts to her legs, before the Coastguard 
Search and Rescue helicopter arrived to airlift her to 
hospital. 

Also in attendance were Coastguard Rescue 
Teams and South Wales Police. 

Matt Childs, RNLI Lifeguard Supervisor, said: 
‘This was a multi-agency incident and our lifeguards 
worked well with other emergency service teams to 
help this woman. We hope she has a speedy 
recovery. ’

Eootball Associations 
of Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland blocked 
the entry of a Team GB to 
the women’s football 
competition. 

Welsh Conservative 
Leader Andrew RT 
Davies said moves to 
block entry were 
“unforgivable” and said 
they “must never happen 
again”. 

His colleague Russell 
George AM, the Shadow 
Sports Secretary, said the 
entry of a women’s team

could have inspired a 
new generation of girls to 
take up the sport. 

Both have called for 
talks to establish 
agreement for a Team 
GB football team, 
competing only in future 
Olympic Games. 

EIEA have previously 
given firm assurances 
that the status of 
individual nations would 
not be affected by such a 
move. 

Andrew RT Davies, 
said: “Rio 2016 was an 
incredible opportunity to 
promote women’s 
football on the biggest 
stage, and petty 
nationalism held back the 
development of the 
game. It’s unforgivable 


and must never happen 
again. 

“We’ve had repeated 
assurances that the 
autonomy of our national 
teams won’t be affected, 
and yet we find ourselves 
back here once again. 

“Is there a single 
person out there who 
would argue that the 
women’s game across the 
UK is in such rude health 
that we can afford to pass 
up this kind of chance to 
build momentum, or to 
develop the grassroots 
and increase the 
tournament experience of 
our best players? 

“A packed stadium 
watched Sweden knock 
the hosts out this week, 
with millions more 


watching at home, and I 
couldn’t help but imagine 
what might have been. 

“I’m sure I’m not 
alone in feeling that the 
absence of a Great 
Britain women’s football 
team at the Olympics has 
been a devastating blow 
for the game." 

Russell George, said: 
“Unlike men’s football, 
the Olympic Games is on 
a par with the World Cup 
for the women’s game 
and attracts huge interest 
across the globe. 

“Players like Jess 
Eishlock have been 
deprived of an 
opportunity to get major 
international experience, 
and to represent Team 
GB in the way that so 
many other Welsh sports 
stars do at the 
Olympics.”

April 8, 2004) I

Vaughan from Laleston 
landed the aged maiden 
race at the rain-soaked 
Glamorgan point-to- 
point steeplechases at 
Ystradowen on Saturday 
on Aljoash, an eight- 
year-old bay mare, 
trained by John Moore 
at Bridgend. 

‘Talented Tim, who 
always has a smile on 
his face, rode a 
confident race and, 
taking the lead two 
fences from the finish, 
won by 15 lengths from 
the pacemaking 
Blakeney Hill. 

‘Aljoash, who also 
won the best tumed-out 
award, is owned by 
Swansea hairdresser 
Robert Serine. 

‘Mister Falcon, a 
seven-year-old bay 
gelding ridden by Rhys 
Hughes of Caerphilly 
swooped to victory in 
the men’s open race. 
There were only three 
runners and Mister 
Falcon, a former Martin 
Pipe horse which cost 
his owner Mike Quinlin 
2,000 guineas, won by 
eight lengths from 
Fassan, ridden by James 
Tudor with Asicionado, 


partnered by Howard 
Oakes, a further length 
away in third spot. 

‘In the ladies’ open 
race, Pembrokeshire’s 
Charlotte Owen, riding 
family horse De Chelly, 
caused something of a 
surprise when holding 
on by a length from the 
odds-on favourite Upton 
Adventure, already a 
winner of four races this 
season. 

‘Dr Simon Cave’s 
Tinder Boy, who 
travelled from Dorset, 
took the restricted open 
under his daughter 
Tabitha Cave.

Pharailde was ridden by 
evergreen Joe Price and 
is trained at Chepstow 
by Sarah Steniford. 

Both the winning owner 
and trainer were 
enjoying their first 
success. 

‘The novice riders’ 
race was won by 
Hannah Lewis on the 
odds-on favourite Silver 
Pot Black.’

THE great 
Maesteg, Wales and 
British Lions’ 
scrum half Chico 
Hopkins once 
memorably 
described his home 
town as a ‘veritable 
paradise’. 

Last Saturday, the 
Maesteg Celtic first XI 
travelled from their 
home patch to The 
Athletic Ground. 
Whatever the beauties of 
the former mining town, 
the Cowbridge ground 
looked at its most 
splendid. 

With Tim Williams’ 
striped outfield, an 
excellent pitch and the 
club flag fluttering in the 
gentle breeze, the 
surroundings were the 
perfect background to a 
glorious afternoon. 

Presumably the 
Maesteg team felt at 
home in these verdant 
haunts but after 
suffering a 129-run 


defeat perhaps they 
began to view the 
delights of Cowbridge 
rather differently. 

Earlier in the season
